and all th&Jow ground: by the River for 10 miles :ogether cover'd with the Ruins, the 
Corn-fields buried, and the people croking in the mud andeearth for the bodies of! their - 
Friends and of their Cattle. - 7 cannot yet learn exactly how many have periſhed, but 
by the accounts that are given, there areloſt in ſeveral places 50 Souls, and abuadance

A Prodigious accident fell in Monterlony on Saturday the 26th. of this inſtant thee? 
a Thunderclap forced the bowels of a great mountain belonging to one Glond Ha- 
 wilton, after which enſued the fall of a prodigious Cloud, which entring the Ca- 
vities of the ſaid monntain made by the Thunder, its. weight bore the greateſt partof the 
mountain before it, which madeſuch a deluge of piiddle,that that part of it which felt: 
into Glenally-water that runs towards Newton-Stewart,drowned 19 perſons in theithonfes, 
turned the whole vallies for 8 or 9 miles in length that were meadows and Corn' into a 
Deſart of Dirt a foot thick, and hath killed all the fiſh inthe River for 20mitts inlength, 
the other half of this Clond fell into the Row water, that runs thrbugh the County of 
Londanderry, has drowned 31 perſons, and forced away the Stonebridge at Limav ady.

I 'Prefame you will-have the following news more at large than here Igive you. @n 
: Satrerday laſt happened a very great Thunder with Hail and Rain in'theſe parts Gut 
eſpecially about 16 or 20 miles-from hence, inſomuch that it hath not onely'tore up a 

Mountain of -near two hundred Acres, but the Cloud breaking thereon, hath carried al 

the ſurface of the Earth in that compaſs into all the Rivers,round about, but withal 

hath carried away ſeveral houfes and families, mſomnach rhat of -Men, Women and chil- 

dren already above thirty Corps is found, and many more is believed to beloſt. Of a 
ſiddainthewaters aroſe between the Mountams 14 fathom high, -Z7a that part where the 

Mouzitain was,: one Woman: was left alive, who gave an account of the Dreadfulneſs 

thereof, which ſhe faith was as well by Hailſtones of an incredible bigneſs as by the Vaſt 

Cloud coming down at once, that ſhe by a wonderful providence eſcap'd, and hadit 

been in the'night many hundred perſons more had been deſtroyed as well as their houſes, - 
and great. numbers of Cattle drowned. All Fiſh for ſeveral miles up the River are de- 

{ſtroyedby the blackneſs and muddincſs of the water which the furface of that mountain 

made, of Salmon above 7 or 8 hundred found already dead on the ſhore, of Eels and all 

other ſmall freſh. water fiſh infinite numbers deſtroyed, that it 1s,nor cannot bebelieved irj 

thoſe rivers one fiſh is left alive, *Tis too tedious to relate the whole matter, bur \t is as 
dreadfa] to this Countrey as you can imagine, by being much worſe than I here give it

(): Sathirdaylaſt about 12 at noon, it began here to thunder and rain, which cone | 


tinued for 3 hours. inceſſantly, the river ſwelled ſuddenly, and did ſo overflow 
a)lthe banks, and coming down ſo impetuouſly, it bronght with it an itifinite deal of 
Timber, Sticks, Straw, and Rubbiſh, which gatheting together at the ſide of out New 
Bridge, and having no vetit, it overthrew, and there is not ofieftick left. Tanderſtand 
figce that the thunder began above Doxgzver, and there a thiinder bolt fell npon a hill 
and toreit down, which mingling with the Rain, it rather fell lkea great ſpon, and 
came tumbling upon a houſe belonging to 4veny O Cabar the Father of Shane O Cahan 
the Tory, and in a moment overthrew it, and carried all away with it, and Aver 
with his wife and five Children and four friends were drowiied, with all theit Cows. 
ſheep, and Horſes, and among them a Child ina Cradle, which Cradle, with many 6. 
ther houſhold goods and timber of houſes did help to choak znd- overthrow the Bridg, 
A Boy told me that he ſaw the thunderbolt fa}, which with grate flames and flaſhes tore 
* theground,and all the day after none could go near the placefor the ſmell of Brimſtone ; 
he ſayes there fell alſo hailſtones of a ſtrange fize and ſhape, ſome like pieces of Candles, 
ſome like great burtons with ſharp points 3 within a few miles of that place 28 perſons 
were found drowned inone heap, and ſeveral abant Newtoz flewart, but the miſchief is 
not yet all known. After this it is a ſmall thing to tell you all the meadows about this 
twon are ſpoiled, and all the Corn from hence to the Rivers mouth, and Which is won- 
derful about Derry and Colraize was nothing, but an ordinarie ſhower ; at 3/ahberaec, 


and there abouts clear wheather. 
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
